{,iBtate> < News. 

.• The news from the States reveals nothing 
Tery extraordinary as having occurred in 
military circles since previous lulvicei. The 
Federal army wns at last iiccounis stretoheJ 
along the Potomac, in Maryland, in the 
neighborliood of Harper's Ferry, whilst llie 
Coiifedorates held the opposite or Virginia 
side. In the battle of Antielam both atdoj 
appear to have been pretty well whipped, 
fur the Federals have not followed up the 
TBtreuting foe ; neither bare the Coofederutes 
'made an offensive demonstration worth 
notice. Mystery shrouds the plans of both 
armies. Buell, as was anticipated, has forced 
his way' to -Lduiiiviiie, on the Ohio river 
Alarm ofitho Confe^^eratBs ajipoars to be sub- 
siding in Cinuinnati, though (several rebel 
generals are reported Ihroughuut Kenliiclcy. 
The war news as a whole is not very inter- 
esting. If Federal generals Imvo not beea 
doing much since the battle of Antietani, 
the Federal Cabinet has not been'unoccupied. 
Following the retreat of Leo and Jackson, 
President Lincoln has issued a proclamation 
eraanoipating the slaves throughout the en- 
tire rebel States on the first of January next. 
A measure will also be submitted to Congre«8 
when it meets to emancipate slaves in the 
border States that remain loyal. During the 
present year Congress has consecrated to 
liborly every foot of land in the territories. 
Such an act of itself was enough to surround 
the name of Lincoln with a halo of never- 
dyin^ glory. It was promised the nation 
by t!ie parly who elected him, and that 
promise has been fulfilled. But the en)»n- 
cipation aot is the oflspring of necessity. 
It is scarcely a human work. It is the com- 
mand of Uod. The President, the Cabinet, 
the people, have strenuously denied any inten- 
tion to meddle with slavery where it existed. 
The Slave States alone were to deal with it. 
The Federal Constitution denies to the Fed- 
eral government the right to luununiit a slave 
in any state. Any attempt to do so would 
within a short time past have been resiited as a 
flagrant invasion of state rights. Kvcn Fremont 
was removed a short time ago from the com 
inand of the army of the West for proclaiming 
liberty to the slave, as much, or more so, than 
for corrujilinu in his commissariat, or his want 
of skill as a general. |Kveii Hunter and others 
were also denounced for abolition proclama- 
tions or proclivities. Though the civil war 
orose through the slave oligarchy working 
upon questions arising out of the institution 
of slavery, yet no prominent Nortlieru man 
dare speulc favorably ol emancipation. The 
South was to be soothed, brought back, 
through Xorlhern conservatism on the .slavery 
ijuesiion. The long-boasted Union seiitimeut 
was to be kiudled in every State wherein the 
old flag was raised; and it would net do to 
talk abolition to Southern union men. But 
though a Union flag has been raised in nearly 
every Slave State, the Uuiou-nien are not forth- 
coming. The war has come down to a war of 
Sections. It has become a great coutiict, that is 
either to end in two Datious or the subjection 
of the slave holders.' ;Tbe North knows it ; 
yet it shrinks not from the couflict. If sue 
ccjsful, posterity will never give such men as 
Lincoln or Seward credit for that enlightened 
philanthropy that inspired the IJritish eman- 
cipationists to emancipate the slaves in the 
British West Indies. History will write them 
down as having no sympathy with the down- 
trodden African. It will credit them with 
having emancipated 4.000.000 slaves in a 
niomenl ol desperation, not frum a love of 
human liberty in the al)3tract, but from a 
hatred of the elaveholdcrs — not ai slave- 
holders, but as rebels fighting against the 
Constitution and lawA. Tu proycrve ttie na- 
tion from being .shattered into fragments ia 
their sole object. If they succeed they will 
be honored ; if they fail, the emancipation 
scheme will be unsuccessful. Every lover 
of genuine libertj must hope that slavery 
may ccaae, and his wiubes will consequently 
go with the North henceforth. If 4,000,000 
Russian serfs were held in bondage, and 
if hall of the Russian nation were in favor 
of their cmanci[)ation, we would cry success 
to the cause ol liberty. If so, wo csiuiot 
justify sympathy adverse to the African in 
the Smti'.f. The questiun however, arises, 
will the North be successful '\ An Emanci- 
pation Act, contrary to all their traditions, 
whilst it indicates a dfsperate resolve, also 
proves the eiistenca of Federal weaknesa. 
What would not be done as a right, is done 
as a military necessity. The problem to 
solve is whether a servile iniurrcciion will 
assist the North to any appreciable extent. 
The chances are that it will. Scenes too 
botrible to tiontomplata will sooii^be ra- 
conhted in the South. At present it is orrly 
the borders of the Confederate Stales that 
are disturbed by tiio Fed«ral». The centre 
is secure; is o'Jt of Federal harm's way. 
But suou iho emissaries of freedom will in 
bloodshed and violence l y v Asie the inte- 
rior. In the meantime — Eng'Tid, 
France, Germany — will stand appalle ). iS'o 
cotton, no work — no cott "i. millions of 
operatives unemployed. Kiwope will groan 
HI iriisorj-. The cur.se of slavery will males 
itself felt throughout the civilized world. 
Nothing can prevent it. Intervention could 
not, if it were near ; but wo believe it to be 
distant — and if not impossible it is improb- 
able. There is nothing but exhaustion that 
can restore pence. May it soon come.

TliiH will re- 
luoro one of tho greal siources el annoyance 
which baa been luund in tli« .Monitor fnun 
the leaking of her decks, and il vrill eli'ec- 
tually prevent any fufther mortifying occur- 
reuues like the penetration of ihe deck of 
the Galena front the fire of Fort Darling. —

New Dlsooveiy in Iron-clad Shipa. 

A new development in tbe history of iron- 
clad ships has been made, for which the (•oiintry 
u indebted to the genius of (Joniiiiudore Porler, 
the gallant destroyer ol the once formidable 
rebel ram Arkansas, By tho official report In 
tho Navy Department of his daring attack, 
single-liiinded, upon the Arkansas, under the 
heavy balleries at Vielcsburg. on the 22d ol 
July, we learn the lolluwiiig imiiorlant laels : 

The Lhscx, although clad with iron ])lating 
only one inch thick at the thickest part, was 
for " two hours and a half under fire of 70 
heavy guns in butlerv, 2U liold pieces and- 3 
heavy guns on board the ram." The lire was 
territ'ic. In tho intrepid Couunodore'H words, 
■' so rapid was this lire tliiit for halt un hour 
the bull of the ship was cunipletcly enveloped 
in tho heavy jets ol water thrown over her by 
the enemy's shot, shell aad balls." Al one 
lime this cunnonuding was at so short a rani;u 
tliatibfj i^loyfr,u'^AVof>W^JriB,18al close that the 
flashes of the enemy's' guns through my gnn- 
holes drove my men from the guns." 

These astonishing results are due to the 
iciontifio skill of Commodoia I'ortcr in eon- 
sttncting the now famous Kiisex.
